On Jaycee Lists 


Separate Class Rosters To

Eclipsing September 24’s record 
enrollment of 1930 by 107 students, 
registration figures released by the 
Santa Ana junior college office late 
last night revealed an enrollment of 
657 students. 

With its registration growing by 
leaps and bounds, Santa Ana junior 
college boasted 850 Dons and Donnas 
in 1928 and looked forward to a de- 
cided increase the following year. 


-|This increase was realized, for in 


1929 the 400 mark had been reach- 
ed, the total enrollment being 403 
students. 

Experiencing a 37.7% increase over 
the 1929 figures, the Don institution 
enrolled a total number of 555 stu- 
dents at this time last year, and 
later raised the total to 640, figures 
which include only members of the 
freshmen and sophomore classes. 
With special and post graduate stu- 
dents added to the list, the 1980-en- 
rollment reached 784.
